The mother of the 
infant immediately can eaud handed a child 
through the area railings, and although re- 
quested to come out she would not ; she ran 
back into the brrning room and fetched 
another child, which she delivered over in a 
similar manuer, again returning to the burn- 
ing room she brought out what appeared to 
be a burning bundle of rags, she threw it uo, 
and on some men jumping upon it to put the 
fire out it was fouud to bethe body of the 
deceased child, ‘lhe mother then, herself, 
endeavoured to rush out of the burning build- 
ing but fell dowa inrensible from exhaustion 
and the injuries she sustained, and was only 
by the greatest diticulty aud danger dragged 
out by Mr. Macaire, The unfortunate mother 
was then removed to the London Hospital 
where it has since been ound necessary to 
amputate her arm. By this calamity Mr, 
Furst has been deprived of all that he pos- 
sessed, his furniture and little stock having 
been destroyed.

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


‘he greatest of modern Frenchmen is dead, and he has not left his peer 
eli: d him in France. The gap left in Enropean politics by the untimely.decease 
of one of the three foremost statesmen of the time cannot but affect the whole 
covrse of history for the next few years. The death of M. Gambetta accord- 
ingly stiikcs the imagination with something of the effect of a great natnral 
convulsion, For Jews, the event has withdrawa a siacere friend who might 
have found occasion to befriend them in the troublous tines which are, in all 
pro»ability, before our Continental brethren. In early life the decevel states- 
man found a steady friend in Adolphe Ciémieux, to whom at one 
time he acted as Private Sccretary, and who aided him in the early stages 
of his career by sound advice. With Ciémiex and two others at the 
cccisive epoch of bis life, during the siege of Paris, he formed the sole rallying 
point for resisting the invader. When he encceeded to his brief tenure of 
power as Prime Minister, a Jew, M. Raynal, held one of the portfolios in his 
cabinet. Owing to his Italian features, he was often mistaken for a Jew, and 
the idea hag even been repeated in some of the obituary notices, Oar Italian 
correspondent completely disproved the assertion a coupls of years ago, and it 
is never likely to crop up again. But Jows can regard the deceased with no 
less interest though he was net of them. An event affecting such world-wide 
interests cannot bat appeal to Jewish imaginations, and we can join fally in 
the mingled feelirg of regret and apprehension which has been caused by the 
death of Leon Gambetta, 


The loses of Mr. Morris S. Oppenheim is a sad event, sad in itself, sa lder 
still in the circumstances. in which it occurred, Without brilliant talent cr 
wealth, he bad gained influence by the worth of his respectable character; bat 
it would ecem that his ambition was not satisfied, and that he fretted at an 
abatement in the speed of a sufficiently successful carecr. Tretting, aided to 
hard work, corroded the fibre of an intellect which, though active and wiry, was 
not sufficiently robust and enduring to combine criminal law, common law, 
and equity with the business of an active member of the Board of Deputies and 
half-a-dozen other public institutions, of a contributor to our columns, and an 
indefatigable conversational st.

Ho left 
the clerical seminary of St. Sulpice in Paris when he was twenty-three, and 
obtained the situation of under-master at a school in the Quartier Latin. [lis 
position there, he eays, would have been a paradise but for the revolutions 
which he was forced to cffect in the very foundations of hislife. Like all men 
who think and feel deeply. he could only break with the beliefs of childhood at 
the cost of a painful struggle and resulting gloom. felt terribly fo:lorn. 
Tbe universe appeared to me a cold and arid desert. Since Christianity was not 
truth, all appeared to me indifferent, frivolous, and barely worthy of notice.” 
His eadness was increased by the thought of the grief he must inflict on his 
mother, He assures us, however, that the change in his religious views did 
not adversely affect his moral conduct. This circumstance was of service to him, 
Ilo obtained currency for what appeared to be very bold ideas by virtue of his 
temperate mode of living. Ue expounds some of his “ bold ideas.” The 
world, in his view, is fall of a Divine bieath, but he does not, for all this, 
“ admit the existence of individnal will in the government of the univerte.”’ The 
notion of a Hel! he dismisses as inconsistent with what we know of Divine 
Goodness. He is convinced by his: experience of the Infinite Goodness in 
this world that at least an equal goodness pervades eternity. Heis the very oppo- 
site of a pessimist. He has enjoyed life, and is that kful for having done 80. 
Ho feels that he has no‘claim to ** compensation on tho other side of the grave.” 
All that he asks for is “an easy and sudden death at my appointed time, be it 
far or near.’ He d.eads “to have to go through one of those periods of dis- 


integration, in which a man who has had strength and virtue is but the shadow ~ 
and the wreck of his former self, and often, to the delight of fools, destroys the 


laborious structure of his life.” He wishes people to hear and believe the 
Renan, sound in brain and heart, of the present, net the Renan, half-decom- 
posed as he would be, were be to moulder slowly out of existence. We have 
here again the longing for euathanaxia of tke ancient Grecks—for a death like 
that of the Lawgiver whose ‘eye was not dimmed nor his nataral force 
abated.” Such a happy end is beautifully described by the Rabbis as “ death by 
a kise.” 


Our St. Petersburg correspondent makes some interesting obeervations, 
which we published last week, on th» position of the Rabbis in Rassia. Oar 
Russian brethren have a clerical question to deal with as. well as our own co:;n- 
munity ; but it wears a eomewhat more serious aspect than ours. The Commis- 
sion appointed by the Russian Government to consider the Jewish question has 
reported in favour of the dismissal of the ‘ Crown Rabbis.” lar from viewing 
the proposition with concern, the Jewish press treats it with indiffsreuce. 
kussian brethren, it is true, are indignant with the latest phase of Government 
interference.; but with the rabbis, who are threatened with deposition, they 
have no sympathy whatever. The fact is that the unpopularity with their 
flocks of the “ Crown Rabbis” has for some time rendered their position inec- 
cure, and it is pAsible that their removal by the governnent would only save 
the congregations from the unpleasant necessity of performing the task 
themselves. It appears that the rabbis are in an unfortunate situation. 
Appointed by the Government for the purpose of enforcing obedience to the 
laws of the country on the part of their congregations, they have lost the 
confidence of the Orthodox, who see in them only a readiness to discharge 
their duty to the State, and little or no ability to perform Rabbinical functions. 
On the other hand, the rabbis find no more favour from the progre3sionists, who 
hold that a clergy is not an essontial institution of Judaism, and that ia an age 
when questions of observances, such as those of Aosher and Trifu, are present- 
ing themselves with increasing infrcquency, a Rabbinate is an anachronism. 


The position of the Rabbis in Russia is thus a serious one. Our correspon- 
dent rightly points out that a clergy, desjite the views of the progressionists, 
is necessary ; but, he says, it must be a clergy “capable of satisfying our 
religious requirements.” The “ Crown Rabbis” are cither unable or unwilling 
and the rabbis of the orthodox schcol are not liberal enough to satisfy those 
rejuirements, “Our old rabbis belong to the past, and cur new ones are not 
rabbis.” It is clear, according to our correspondent, “ that the religious adminis- 
tration of the Jewish communities must satisfy the claims of modern life. If 
we are at all to take up a position among the cultured classes, then we must 
devote ourselves to the study of literature and science. With the demands 
which ccnfront us on all sides, it becomes impossible to give oureelves up solely 
to the pursuit of religion and religious knowledge.” Bat it is equally clear 
thet the rate of progress must be commensurate only with the powers and 
wants of the congregations, To force the pace is to make advance of any kind 
distasteful to the public. This truth has unbappily been lost sight of by those 
who, in the interests of progress busied themselves with the foundation of 
rabbinical schools in Rusria. “Cultured rabbis were,” as a consequence 
“ fuisted upon the people” with the result of prejudicing the: against civiliza- 
tion. Instead of attempting to imbue the community with liberal ideas and 
with a love for knowledge, the leaders of the advanced party openly derided 
aud violated the religious customs which the masses held so dear. The 
rabbinical echools are founded by such men, in the firat of which the post of 
cirector wat confided to a Christian. No more striking illustration could be 
found of the necessity for caution and moderation in the initiation of religious 
changes. The pioneers of progress, to be successful, must be gifted with 
insight and unselfishness, They mast bo able to detect the real requirements 
of the community at large, and be content, in attempting to satisfy them, to lose 
tight of their own individual wants. 


It is gratifying, and to many it will be surprising, to find that there is a 


| tendency towarde enlightenment among the Jews of Russia. Oar correspon. 


Our 
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dent's Ictter tends to show that even among the general body of our coreligionists 
in that country it is possible that culture may take root. It is a mistake ‘o 
think of them as a mass of benighted fanatics, with whom ringlets and long 
tailed coats are articles of religion. The recent emigration of persecuted Russian 
Jews helped to dispel this illusion among others. Education and the general 


‘influence of the times are exercising their wholesome effects even upon the 


multitudes of our brethren who acknowledge the rule of the Czar. There is 
life and movement of the right sort to be detected amorg them. In the same 
way the industrial condition of the Kussian Jews is far better than is generally 
imagined. How many, for example, thought it possible that a Jew, and above 
all a Russian Jew, could drive a locomotive engine, until the St, Petersburg 
correspondent of the Zines wrote last week that the railway companies had 
been requested by the Government to discharge all the engine-drivers and 
stokers in their employ. The request conld vot have been made unless a num- 
ber of Jews sufficiently large to attract the notice of the authorities were 
engaged in these capacities. 


Wo published last week an account of a Memorial Service held a few days 
since at the Brussels Synagogue. It is held annually and is intended, we 
preeume, to take the place of the AYsw AIDA on the Festivals. We do not 
know that a similar service is celebrated in any other synagegue, A discussion 
on the qu stion whether Prayers for the Dead are really of Jewish origin was 
carried on in our columns some time back by the Rev. A. L Green and the Rev. 
W.U. Lowe, of Cambridge. The Brussels service offers no contribution to the 
settlement of this moot point, inasmuch as it is the growth of the last few 
years and probably owes its origin to the fact of a special day (All Saints’ 
Day) being set apart for intercession for the dead by the Roman Catholic 
Charch, | 


Although the idea of such a service readily commends itself to us, pro 
bably a large portion of the community could regard such an innova‘ion 
with disfavour. Belgium is a Catholic country, and as such the funeral cere- 
m onics of its inhabitants are generally celebrated on a scale of maguificent pomp. 
The mortuary rites of the Jews who live in Catholic countrics are naturally 
co'oured by the customs which prevail around then. To snch an extent is this 
true that anyone visiting Pére La Chaise, Mont Parnasse or Montmartre in Paris for 
the first time, would experience a difficulty in identifying the Jewish portions 
of these cemetries. On the other hand, in Protestant countries Jews are more 
inclined to the simple rites in vogue among Protestants. Yet if such prejudices 
could be overcome, we feel convinced that the introduction of.an annual service 
for the dead would be attended with great advantager. Not the least import- 
ant of these would be the opportunity which they would afford for making a 
collection in aid of the burial of the poor, a duty which falls so heavily on the 
members of the United Synagogue, but which should clearly fall upon all the 


Jews of London. 


Another step has been taken in the direction of making Marriage with a 
Deceased Wife’s Sister legal throughout the Qucen’s dominions. It is stated 
that Her Majesty will not exerciee her power of veto in respect of the Act 
permitting these marriages which has recently been passed in Canada. It is 
surely time that the anomaly of probibiting in one part of the British Empire 
marriages which are perfectly legal in others was removed. Her Majesty's 
dominicns are estimated to cover nearly nine millions of square miles. Mar- 
riage with a Deceased Wife's Sister is now absolutely legal over more than six 
million square miles of that area, Zonditiona!ly l¢ gil over rather moro than two 
millione, and positively illegal over only about a hundred and twenty thou- 
sani. At prescnt the legitimacy of some children ie a matter of latitude and 


lougitude. 


We recently mentioned that on the strength of proposals in favour of ay 


emigration cf Jews to Mexico, nearly 300 Jewish families residing in Noumania 


had expreseed their readiness to settle in that Republic. The measures wh'c 
the Mexican Government are prepared to adoptin the interests of Jewish settlers 
are extremely favourable in their nature, and may be briefly summed up as 


follows : | 

The emigrant families will have the right of claiming the reimbursement of 
their trivelling. expenses, Land will be placed at their disposal and they will be 
supplied with all the necetsary agricultura! implements. They will, in addition, be 
exempted during a period of ten years from every kied of impost. They will 
receive the rights of citizen and will be at liberty to elect municipal functionaries 
from among their body. Liberty of conscience is guarauteed, as the Republic does 
not recognise any state religion. The Jews could with safety follow their religious 
practices and celebrate the ceremonies of their church, but not in the public 
thoroughfares, all processions being forbidden.

SPANISH A\D PORTUGUESE. JEWS’ ORPHAN 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


S1r,—TI have read the letterof Mr. Daniel Castello in your last issue, and though 
I much respect the motives which inspired it, lam unable in the slightest degree to 
modify my conviction, that the fusion of the Spatiieh and Portuguese Orphan 
Society with the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum is a consummation devoutly to 
be desired, 

One interest must be dominant above all others in the consideration of this 
question, and that is, the welfare of the orphan children theméselyes: and [ do not 
think any unprejudiced person who knows the two institutions could for amoment 
hesitate to pronounce that the advantages are entirely on the side of the one at 
Norwood, The rural site, the noble building, the intelligent management. and the 
mode of education which the 200 children of the larger foundation enjoy. are 
necessarily superior to anything which can be provided for some 2) children be! ne. 
ing to the older establishment. Though I am fully persuaded of the disadvantac: 
of massing vast bodies of children in one educational focus, and though I am at 
this moment urging, to the extent of my powers, the creation of a branch Jews 
Free School instead of the providing of additional accommodation on the actual or 
on an adjoining area of that splendid, but already vastly overgrown: institation 
the number of children at the Norwood Asylum has by no means reached the point 
at which anything is to be feared from a moderate extension. 

No one can accuse me of a want of sympathy with the ancient Congrevation 
with which I am so closely bound, nor with a want of respect for the pious founders 
of the Society, conspicuous among whom were my own ancestors, nor even with a 
want of a more than sentimental attachment to our own Sephardic pronunciation of 
our national language, which I quite agree with Mr. Castello in believing no’ only to 
be more euphonious, but also generally more correct than that adopted by our Ashke- 
nasi brethren, I am aware, too, that the Society was founded in 173 asa purely con. 
greg ational one, with the obligation for the inmates regularly toattend the synagogue 
and that certain religious duties have devolved upon the orphan cbildren in conse- 
quence. But in considering there matters we must reflect that 150 years ago the 
Portuguese Jews formed the vast bulk in numbers and in influence of the Jews in 
England, that they lived in one sma!l centre, and that the greater part of the 
members took individual interest in congregational affairs, All these circumstances 
have now long changed, and, I fear, were the site of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews’ Society to be removed from Bevis Marks to the mor» airy neighbourhood of 
Bryanston Street it would be little if it all better looked after than it now is, while 
the evils arising from an institution confined to a very few beneficiaries would be 
rather intensified by the children being withdrawn from being educated in our 
Shaar¢é Tikvah Schools, as is now the case, It is not by following out the instru:- 
tions of pious founders to the letter that we best act up to their spirit; we should 
rather consider what they would have desired had they been now among us, ani I 
feel certain that their chief aim woull have been, what ours now is, the benetit of 
the children confided to their care, 

The Charity Commissioners have wisely always borne this in view, and I feel 
certain that they would now authorise the blending of the older and smaller insti- 
tution with the more recent, but vastly larger one, which presents s6 many. 
advantages, 

In the Red Lion Square Schools, which were indiscriminately attended by 
children of all.congregations, the accent was taught according to both methois at 
the same class ; and if the authorities at Norwood should object to this, as likely 
to cause confusion, the Sephardic children must be taught their own accent speci- 
ally, which would give them the great advantage of making them conversant with 
both modes of pronunciation. As for the saying of the /uddis’, no one would 
think of placing that against any consideration forthe children’s welfare, and some 
other means would be found for the recitation of that beautiful prayer, though | 
feel proud to ray that I am certain the congregation would never condescerd to 
employ a paid minyan, which has never teen its custom, and which 13.80 utterly 
derogatory to the holy cfliie of prayer. While, as I have stated, I am convinced 
that the massing of many thousands of children in one edacational establishment 
is a grave fault, the bringing-up of a very small group, and especial'y of orphans, 
under one roof, and still more so in the midst of a large city, is even a graver one, 
and narrows the scope of those so educated in a manner very prejudicial to their 
manliness and to their future well-being. 

-T trust the excellent President of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews Orphan 
Society. who, I am sure, has as deeply at heart the benefit of the children com- 
mitted to his care as is possible to- be entertained, will excuse my making these 
remarks, but the matter is one of very great importance, at d the present crisis is 
one which is not likely to occur again in our time. f

Your correspondent has alluded pointedly to the “ tantalizing Christmas card ” 
which our coreligionists so unthinkingly eend to one another just in the same 
manner as is practised by Christians ; but what would he have said had he seen the 
huge and unwieldy hamper, stuffed full of turkeys, geese, and such things, which 
one of my friends sent me from his farm in Norfolk? What, perhaps, is most, 
unpleasant is, that since its arrival my neighbours who saw it delivered at my dcor 
scarcely appear to believe that am your ecreligionist.

There eannot be anythivg iv the nature of an ox to induce him to get fat by 
the 25th of December, ard I am quite sure that uncer favourable treatment he 
might be brought into just as prime condition for any of our Jewish festivals, If 
the Board of Schechita and some of our best Jewish butchers would combine amic-. 
ably, with a view to give encouragement to breeders of stock to bring up to market 
beasts in prime condition for the Jewish holidays, no dcubt a great deal of good 
might be done, 

Unquestionally some steps should te taken “to atsorb,”’ as “EE” describes it, 
“the superfluity of good spirits with which the Jewish disposition is apt to over- 
flow.’ Some pleasant inducement, it scarcely mattcrs what, some cove ted reward, 
it scarcely matters how, should be held out to our people to be less joyful, for it is 
ead indeed to see with what unthinking heartiness and goodwill some cf our breth- 
ren celebrate Christmas,

SYNAGOGUE MUSIC—JEWISH COMPOSERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—Pardon this intrusion upon your valuable space, but as the nephew of 
one who, some forty years since, held # distinguished position in the musical world, 
and who invariably took a keen interest in our sacred melodies to which he devoted 
a creat portion of his History of Music, viz., Isaac Nathan—he a!s) set to music the 
inspiring verses of his frieud and contemporary, Lord Byron, viz., the * Hebrew 
Melodies,” the tuneful lays of which fiud a reflex in synagogal music, he was like- 
wise a confice of the celebrate Leo of the Great Synagogue—I would fain 
revive the memory of one who never forgot his kindred and race, who 
was one of the pioneers of Jewish progress, and as the friend and con- 
temporary of Lord Melbourne, the genial Charles Lamb, the authorcf the elegant 
Eesays of Elia,” played an important, though unostentatious, part. ia promoting 
the removal of our civil and religious disabilities, If he were but known as the 
author of a little volume of interesting personal reminiscences of the noble bard and 
other celebrities of that day (published about 1819), his name should find 
conepicuous place, in Jewish literature, 
the principles of our grand old faith, 

The name of Isaac Nathan cannot be unknown to.many of your readers, he was 
the brother of Baron (Barnet) Nathan of Rosherville celebrity, so renowned for 
his never-failing courtesy and benevolence and unequalled skillin the terpsicho- 
rean art.

Sin,—I beg leave to craw attention to the academic eareers of two members of 
the Jewish religion, in illustration of your brief but able rejoinder to Mr. Marcus 
Adler's recent remarks on Jews as scientists : First, that of Mr, Lionel H. Rosenthal, 
B.A., now a Barrister-at-Law, who during his s‘udentship in Trinity College, 
Dublin, obtained amongst numerous important distinctions, the first science 
scholarship, the first gold medal and senior moderatorship in mathematics and a 
cold medal and s-nior moderatorship in logic and ethics ; secondly, that of the late 
Herbert W. Harris, B.A., who ia the course of a series of brilliant successes also 
gained the science scholarship and. a gold medal and senior moderatorship in 
mathematics at the same university. These are two of the highest honou:s that the 
University of Dublin can bestow, and their importance is considerably enhanced, 
When we consider that these extraordinary efforts proceeded from the verge of boy- . 
hood, Unfortunately the hand of death removed the latter gentleman at an early 
age whilst engaged in the compilation of awo k on an important scientific subject 
—from a sphere of incst promising labours. Both of these gentlemen received their 
education at a Jewish school, that of the Rev. Ph, Bender, now Principal of Beaufort 
College, St. Leonards-on-Sea. These facts, I believe, speak for themselves in 
refutation of Mr. Adler's, no doubt well meant, but erroneous statement.

THE RUSSO-JEWISH COLONISTS .IN 


The Committee of the Colony of’ Russian Jews, who have settled in 
Latikia at the expense of the Syrian Colonisation FPand, in London by 
Christian philanth:opists, have wriiten to the Mamagid an account cof their 
present position, trom which it appeare that that colony has rot yet atta‘ned 
fall working order. Meanwhile, the colonists are being maintained by the Lon: 
don fund. In-addition to the many bencfia they hive alrealy cer:ved from 
this fund, the setileis receive 2} pias'res per diem for food (in the case of 
uLMmarried persons residing by themselves the daily allowance is 3 piastre-), and 
the necessary articles of clothing; 20 wooden houses, which can ersily be 
ercceted, have been sent out, tog ther with a chest containing various kinds of 
Evropean reeds, end a large nun br of egricultural and household implements. 
The latter articles are the gift of a friend of the movement, and are at present 
lying at Cyprus. A letter which the colouists have receive! from Ms Finn, 
one of the leading promoters of the Syrian Colonisation, a-sures them that sie 
Will continue to care for their interests and requiremente,

NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 
The fillowing port of the Executive Committee of the United Synagogus 
concerulng the appointment and duties of a Reader to the North London 
Synagogue will be considered at the meeting of the General Conncil to be held 
on Tuesday next : 

The Executive Committee ANprove tae pr of the North Loniona 
rogue that the gentleman be elected shoul res a atiarv of p'r annum, 
inclusive of all allowances for ren’, his diu‘ies to bo «en as are ucaally re} of 
A Reader and N39 Syd. ant in addition such duties of a clerical nature as may 
from time to time be requirel by the Council of ths Uatted Syasvzvogu.. or the 
Board of Management of the North London Synagogu>,ia with Bye- 
Law 127; and they unanimous'y recommend that no person be admitted a cand - 
date who is above 10 years of age. 

A proposition was submitted to the Executive Committee that Cindi lates for 
the vacint porition at the North London Synagogue should be cavable of preachiog 
terinons to the Congregation in English, if required, This proposition was newatived 
by 6 votes to 5. | 

The Executive Committee, however, surgest that the North Loadon Sraszozne 
be invited by the Council to notify in its advertisement that can li fates shoald atate 
in their application whether or not they ara sufficiently acquainted with the 
English language to deliver a sermon if required ; but that sach qualification be not 
impose las a non, and the representatives of the North London Synagogue 
at the Executive Commiitee objected to such stipulation being male imp*rative. o4 
the ground that it might unduly restrict them in the selection of First Realer 

The gentleman elected will be required to sign the form of agrreement drawn 
up by the Honorary Solicitor and already approved by the Council. 

The reference of the Council ins'ructs the Executive Committee to report 
greneral'y on the appoint:uent and duties of officials to constituent synagogues. The 
Executive Committee are not yet able to consider this question, but will do so at the 
earl e-t possible opportunity, and they do not consider that the North London Srna. 
gogne should be required to wait for the preparation of such report. before filling 
up the vacancy in the office of First Reader. 

In connection with the foregeing report, the following notice of motion lias 
been given by Mr. Maurice Hart : 

“That any gentleman admitted a candidate as First Readerof the Norh 
London Synagogue, or any other constituent synagogue, be competent to a ldress 
his congregation in the English language if necessary.”

To the Jewish residen s the calamity has boen an 
almost irreparable blow. Nearly everyone is. on the verge of bankruptcy and 
ruin, and not a few even have almost starvation staring them in the face 
unless epeedily assisted. It will take tuany years to repair, if it ever bea, 
porsible, the resul:s of the awful cstastrophe which has befa'lea th 
community.

at the Britisb Museum, and in close contiguity to the Hittite monuments and the 
bronze gates of Shalmaneser, there has just been placed an object of considerabie 
interest—a bronze doorstep from the great temple of E-Sagywil at Borsippa, a suburb 
or division of Babylon. The doorstep not only has inscribed on it the name of 
Nebuchadnezzar, but also mentions his health or restoration to health. The door- 
step may thus have been a votive offering. The thought may saggest itself whether 
the inscription on the doorstep has any relation t» the madness of Nebucha inezzar, 
spoken of in the well-known werds of the ‘tn chapter of Daniel, which record how 
the renowned monarch, after looking with pride on the great Babylon which he had 
built. was in the © same hour driven from among men. and did eat grass as oxen, 
and his body was wet with the dew of Heaven, till his hairs were grown like eagles’ 
feathers, and his nails like Lirds’ claws.” It would not, hower, be easy to make such 
an identification... The Temple of E-Saggi!, to which the doorstep pertained, Was a 
famous seat of Babylonian idolatry, and remained such till the time of Nabonidas, 
the last Babylonian king. ‘The dedication of the doorstep would thus scarcely be 
consistent with Nebachadinezzar's worshipping tae Golot Israel, as mentioned iu 
Dan. iv., 34-37.—Dai/y

A PLEA FOR UNION, 


We published last week a letter from Mr. Dania Castexuo, the President 
of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Orphan Society, on the subject of the 
amalgamation of that institution with the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum. It will be remembered that in our issue of the 1st ult , we advo- 
cated this project and our views were heartily supported by Mr. F, D. 
Mocatta and Mr. Benxsamin L, Conky, ex-President of the Jews’ Orphan 
Asylum. We print this week a further communication from Mr, F 
D. Mocarta, in which that earnest and thonghtful philanthropist replies t

Mr, Casteizo's oljections to the union. Mr. a Sephardi ot 
the Sephardim, follows suit in our current number. Mr. Castexco states that 
a meeting isto be held on Monday next for the purpose of discussing various 
questions connected with the management of the charity over which he presides; 
but he declares himself cp; osed to the projected fusion. We learn from his 
letter that the disastrous fire which recently occurred in the Orphanaze 
building has led to a searching enquiry into the working of the institution, 
and it is new felt that some considerable changes are needed in the manage- 
ment of its affairs. One of these changes, Mr. Castetto informs us, is the 
removal of the Orphanage from its present habitation in Bevis Mark. It 
will be remembered that the children, rendered homeless by the fire, have 
been temporarily accommodated in the Jews’ Hospital aud Orphan Asylam; 
and, seeing that there is a strong opinion among our Sephardic brethren in 
favour of the removal of the institution, we azree with Mr. Mocatra in 
thinking that it would be well for them to remain at Norwood. Mr. 
Casteitto adduces two sets of reasons against the suggestion. In 
the first place the constitution of the charity ‘and the nature of its 
endowments make its adoption impossible. If this be the case 
nothing more can be said. But is it quite certain that the difficulties 
arising out of the constitution and the endowments may not be over- 
come by legitimate means? Mr, Mocarra, anticipating Mr. Casrat.o’s 
objection reminds us how similar obstacles were removed when the union 
of the Jews’ Hospital and the Jews’ Orphan Asylum, which has been 
attended ty such happy results, was effected. But, apart from these radical 
difliculties, Mr. Casretto objects to the proposed amalzamation on what 
may be called sectarian grounds. The orphanage, he tells us, is “a purely 
congregational one,” and it is essential that its distinctive character should 
be maintained. “The orphan boys are expected to attend the Portuguese 
Synagogue, and t> recite the NKu://ish for those deceased members who have 
left no relatives to perform this office. 
their synagogue helps, moreover, to perpetuate the distinctive customs of 
the. Sephardic community and to preserve its traditienal Hebrew proenuncia- 
tion. With the sentiments which underlie these. objections we have the 
deepest possible sympathy. The desire of our Sephardic brethren to keep 
alive their special Minkagiin and their euphonious pronunciation of the 
Sacred Language is a most natural one. Their history is so splendid that 
their anxiety to save from destruction every characteristic which may serve 
to keep its memory green is deserving of all possible respect. 
is right that such feelings should be indulged, it is quite possible to gratify 
them without hindering the work of communal progress. -To effect a fusion 
of the Portuguese Orphanage and the Institution at Norwood, and yet at 
the same time to make provision for the maintenance of those ancient 
customs to which Mr. Casre.uo refers, is not an impracticable task, Mr. 
Haim Gogpatuta fully confiems this view in a letter published in another 
column. The Sephardic pronunciation of Hebrew and the Minkagim which 
are exclusively followed by Portuguese congregations can be taught equally 
as well at Norwood as in Bevis Marks. Arrangements could even be made 
for the celebration of divine service after the Sephardic custom, and for the 
recital by the Portuguese orphans of the Nudlish for departed members of 
the Sephardic community. All this could be done without any real injustice 
to the inmates, be they Portuguese or German. No doubt some slight 
concessions would have to be made by both parties to the arrangement But 
the sacrifice would be small indeel compared with the benefits which would 
result from the fusion, 

We are not thinking of administrative an1 economic benefits, thoug’s 
these would obviously be considerable. 
with is the advantage which would lie in the circumstance that such a mea- 
gure as we are advocating would be a step, distinct although small, in the 
direction of communal union. We look forward in all hopefulness to such 
@ union being one day consummated in the fullest possible manner. Wedo 

not speak of a condition in which the smaller and the weaker communal 
elements have been swallowed up by the greater and the more powerful. 
Our hope is not that the lion may lie down wit': the lamb insile him. The 
union to which we look forward is one which, while ensuring more complete 
concerted action between the various sections of the community, will still 
find room for the sharper divergencies of thought and sentiment which exist 
in our midst. To expect unity rather than union is to expect what cannot 
_ possibly exist among a considerable body of men in this thoughtful age. 
_ But we may well hope for joint action on the common ground which is still 
~ left us when every inch of debateable territory has been occupied. There 
j are institutions to be administered and interests to be watched over which 
appeal to feelings happily out of the range of deeply-seated differences. The 
_ Conservative and the Liberal Jew, the Portuguese and the German, may 
find ample opportunity for working together ia the closest possible harmony 
in philanthropic efforts, and in the defence of their race and their religion 
- from oppression and calumny. And it is because all such steps as the union 
of representative institutions like the Portuguese Orphan Society an1 the

What we are at present concern'd 


Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum bring us nearer to this desirabie condi- 
tion of harmony that we Carnestly support them. The dream of a truly 
united community will assuredly not be realized quickly. The movement 
towards its rea'ization must, like every movement which has within it the 
e-ements of success, progress slowly, not by leaps and bounds. Every 
onward step helps us, and it behoves those who have the opportunity 
of initiating the onward step to use it whenever it presents itself, 


Our Sephardic brethrea have such an opportanity now. They have 
already taken a small step on the road of union by agreeing to conjoint 
action with the Board of Guardians in Devonshire Snare with respect to 
the operation of the Pauper Removals Act. By sanctioning the amalya - 
mation of their Orpanage with the institution at Norwood, they will makea 
stil further and more important advance in the same excellont path. 


The communal union which we are alyocating is not confined, however 
to Sephardim and Ashkenazim. There is a third party in the com- 
munity as well as in the House of Commons; and we should like to see it 
drawn into closer relations with the other two sections. Again, let us SAy 
that we are not urging the sacrifice of religious opinions on either sile. All 
that we plead for is that harmonious co-operation in communal and may we 
say national, affaires, which can be carried out without either the Berkeley 
Street Congregation or the adherents of orthodoxy foregoing any of the 
opinions which keep them asunder. It is enough that they are kept 
asunder by those opinions ; the breach ought not to be needlessly widened by 
The Berkeley Street Congregation 
might do more than it has done hitherto towards pulling down some of the 
barriers which sever it from the rest of the community. The Board of 
Deputies, for example, is worthy of more generous recognition than it 
receives at present from the congregation. - Already some members of the 
Berkeley Street Synagogue have been nominatea to represent orthodox cor. 
gregations at the Board. The next step is the direct representation at the 
Board of the Synagogue itself. This is a measure which the congregation 
ought to consider in a favourable spirit. If it were adopted it would do not 
a little to impart solidarity to the community, and to remove a formidable 
source of internal weakuess, 


an almest total Jack of conjoint action. 


There is yet another step in the direction of commenal union which it 
lies in the power both of the Sephardic and the Berkeley Street Congrega- 
tions to take. The entry of both Congregaticns into the Uuited Synagogue 
would largely enhance the communal strength. There is no reason why this 
desirable consummation should riot eventually be witnessed. By joining 
the United Synagogue neither the Portuguese nor the “ Reform” section 
of the community should be required to sacrifice any of its distinctive 
usages or opinions. ‘The Portuguese could not be leas Sephardic, the 
Berkeley Street Congregation conld not be less “ Reform.” No loss of 
identity or even distinctiveness would result in either case. All that would 
happon wou'd be that the United Synagogue would become considerably 
more representative, and the interests of the Synagogue—vwe use the word 
in its broadest sense —be very largely promoted. What, then, stands in the 
way of so salutary a movement ? The sacrifice of nothing bat the remnant 
of o'd prejudices which have almost totally expired, Far from such a 
sacrifice being an obstacle to the accomplishment of good work, the sooner 
it can be effected the better for the dignity as well as for tte well-being of 
the whole community. Everyone, whatever his religious proclivities may 
be, must deplore the apparent retention of differences which have long since 
all but completly disappeared. The Sephardim are in spirit entirely at one 
with the Ashkenazim. The “ Reform” Congregation are united at heart 
with their orthodox brethren. On the one hand the prejadice which in a 
past generation saw in intermarriage between Portuguese and Germans a 
subject for lamentation, and on the other the acrimony which accompanied 
the “ Reform” movement forty years ago, are things of the gloomy past. 
Why should their ghosts be suffered to visit “ these glimpses of the moon F 
Let the dead past bury its dead. Let the ashes of burnt-out animozities be 
decently hidden away for the sake of our common credit, and what is of at 
least equal importance, our common welfare. Aad as for our Sephardic 
brethren, we believe that they are too sensible to allow any such feeling as 
the pride of ancestry to hamper the good work of communal union, They 
do right to remember the rock from which they have been hewn—the great 
ones of Isracl from whom they are descended. Above all, they do right to 
live in accordance with the lessons which such memories suggest. But let 
them not forget that one of those lessons is that of seeking the peace and 
the strength of their brethren ; and they cannot better carry it out than by 
promoting that uuion which we know is strength.

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DEATH OF MR. MORRIS 8S. OPPENHEIM. 
—_- 
Wedeeply regret to announce the death—under very distressing circum- 


etancee—of Mr. Morris Simeon Oppenheim. The deceased had been the cause of 
cone anxiety to his relatives owing to his auffering from attacks of depression. 
On Wednesday at a little after one his clerk found him at his chambers, No. 5, 
Pump Court, Temple, lying dead on the floor, shot through the head evidently 
with the revolver which lay beside him. ; 

Mr. Oppenheim practised at the Surrey Sessions, and his clerk had gone to 
the Sessions House, Newington Canseway, to receive any briefs which might be 
delivered. Mr. Oppenheim’s chambers were at 5, Pamp Court, on the ground 
floor. Thie is the north-west corner of the Court. A boy in the adjoining 
chambers on the north side of the court, also on the ground floor, saw Mr. 
Opp: nheim go into his room jist before noon anal close ths lower put of the 
ehutters. Shortly afterwards the boy heard the report of a shot, and then, ten 
minutes afterwards, a second shot. Nothing, however, seems to have been done 
till the principal clerk of Mr. Oppenheim came in. Then the boy-clerk in the 
eame chambers went into the room and found his master on the floor ble eding. 
Ile went for the police, who sent for Mr. Withers Green, surgeon, of Serjeants | 
Inn. This gentleman arrived at half-past 1, bat Mr. Oppenheim was then dead. 

The deceased was a son of the late Simeon Oppenheim, for many 
years the Secretary of the Great Syn yr [lis earliest introlaction to 
communal service was as Secretary of the Jaws’ ard Gonaral Literary Lostita- 
tion (better known as “ Sussex Hal’) Leadenhall Street. Wa'lst acting in 
this:capacity, be found time to study for the Bar. 

Mr. Oppenheim was admitted as a stalent of the Middle Temple on the 
9 h of Nocember, 185+, and was called to the Bar at that fon in Trinity Term, 
1858. having taken a certificate of hononr in Jannary of that year. Ho was a 
especial pleader, a member of thea South Eastern Circuit, tha Surrey S338:o0ns, 
the Surrey Arsizcs, and practised at the Lord Mayor's Court. His businees 
was considerable, and he was hell in mach estimatioa by his brother mambers 

of the Inn. THe was not a epecialist, and, besides appearing in the tribunals 
mentioned and in the County Courts, his name may be read in the reports 

of the Chancery Division for the present year. He had a large number 
of siwall briefs and drafts for various jurisdictions, a specially fatiguing and — 
parassing kind of work, and one in which the reward in fame and fortune is 
jpcommeneurate with the toil. Ie was still a * janior” barrister, although of . 
years’ standing. | 

The communal institution with which Mr. Oppenheim was most conspicuousl y 
connected was the Bcard of Deputies, of which ho was elected a member in 
1809 as a representative of the Manchester coagregation, having for his colleague 
Mr. famue) Montagn. The election of these representatives was held in the 
micdle of the Session (Manchester having been unrepresented for some years 
previously) and to permit of their admission the bye laws of the Board were | 
suspended, the congregation having expressed a particular desire to take part, 
through its representatives, in the deliberations of the Boird upon the R-port 
of the Marriage Law Commission. To the subject of the Marriage Laws Mr. 
Oppenheim devoted much attention, especially so far as they affected Jewa. The 
article upon the subject included in Mr. James Picciotto'’s * Sketches of Anglo- 
Jewish History,” which originally appeared in the Jewish Chronicle, was entirely 
written by Mr. Oppenheim. As a member of the Law and Parliamentary Com- 
mittee the deceased rencered valuable services to the Board and several of the 
Reports of this Committee were prepared by him. In the debates of the Board 
he gencra'ly took a leading part. Since 1878 to the day of his death he repre. 
sented the Bayswater Synagogue, of which he was a seatholder. He was also 
one of the representatives of the Board at the Conjviat Committees of the 
Board cf Deputies and the Anglc-Jewish Association. Together with the dis- 
tirguithed President of the Board of Deputies, Mr. Arthur Cohen, QC, MP., 
he tock an active part in the preparation of the correspondence of the Board 
op the Lewisobn and other cases involving questions of law. — 

As a Warden of the Central Synagogue, he was a member of the 
Gereral Council of the United Synagogue, of which body he has been one 
(as a representative of that synagogue) siaca its establishment in 1870 
In the deliberations of the Council, also, he took a coaspicuous part, and, after 
the lamented death of the late Jacob Waley, was regarded, in the debates, 
almost in the light of its “ standing counsel.’’ Whenever any question of legal 
bearing was under discussion his opinions had great weight, and he was invari- 
ably elected a membcr of any Committees appointed to consider gu} 
involving questions of law. 

One of the most useful works which he undertook in connection with the 
United Synagogue was in assisting to prepare the Bye-Laws of the Constituent 
Synagogues. The laborious task of welding these bye-laws into a connected, 
uniform Code was chiefly undertaken by him. His services are epecially 
acknowledged in the interesting Preface to the Byc-Laws, and were referred to 
with warm praise by Mr, Lionel L. Cohen on the occasion of their unanimous 
adoption by the Council. He was invariably appointed a member of Special 
Committees, and his last service was as Chairman of an Investi 
on matters connected with the Hambro’ Synagogue. 

Whilst recently his most active communal services were rendered 
in connection with the United Synagogue ani the Board of Deputies, in e irlier 
days he zealously devoted himself to the Ewigration Society, of which 
he ected for a few years as Secretary, and of tho Co umittees

He gave the experiences of his travels sofar as they had 
special Jewish interest, to this journal. His “Notes by the Way,” ia Spain, Russia, 
and the Danubian Princip iities were marked by much accurate observation, 
His graphic description of Warsaw in oar issue of November 17ch, 1876, may 
still be read with interes’. Tae following, for instance, is a remarkably 
picturesque description of the ubiquity of the Jew in that city : 


“The Jewish inhabitants of Warsaw give to that city an appearance entirely 
different from that of any other metropolis in Earope, They do no‘ occupy only 
certain quarters as in many other large cities. Nor are their shops and houses con- 
fined to certain districts likein Prague, The Jewand his habitation are to be seen 
in Warsaw in every street in its suburbs and surrounding vil‘ages and outside its 
military camp, He frequents the cafés, crowds its mari ani pablic promanade, its 
concert gardens and summ r theatre, mixing freely in all these places with the 
Pole and the Russian, yet in langaage and dress exhibiting all the features of a 
distinct race and nationality. ... They are admitted to the university, frequent 
the public schools, practise the learned professions, and a:t as bankers. [1 
the best thoroughfares their places of business are conspicuous, in some streets 
all the shops and warehouses are kept by them. Outside many of 
these, a description of the goods soll within, is placed in Polish bat in Hebraw 
characters and many have Hebrew inscriptions painted alongside the windows, 
The poor appear most industrious, no avocation, however humble, but is followed by 
them. I saw them repairing the roads, acting as carriers, driving carts and waggons 
keeping stalls in the streets, and attending to horacs. I visited the citadel, Jews 
were carrying in provisions ; I visited the camp, the majority of the drinking and 
refreshment houses in its neighbourhood were kept by Jews. Atthe Hotel de 
l'Europe, where I was staying, its corridors and staircases were almost exclusively 
being used by military officers and Jews. The ralrt de place and commissionary 
attached tothe Hotel were Jews, Several of these spoke five or six European 
languages, <c., and live by acting as interpreters. A Jew changed my English 
money, another acted as my ra/e/ de place and another took my passport, and pro- 
cured from the police the necessary permission to remain in the country. Most of 
the retail shops in the city, being in the occupation of Jews, were closed about dusk 
on Friday. The streets then fill with the men proceeding to the synagogues.” 


The deceased was 59 years of age, and was unmarried. He was a devoted 
son and brother. His eged widowed mother still lives to mourn the loss of her 
cleverand affectionate son. : 

The bedy was removed on Thursday to the City Mortuary, Golden Lane, 
the Coroner having also given permission through Mr. J. Da Castro, the brother. 
in-law of the deceased, to have a Jewish watcher to taka charga of ths boly. 
Tie inquest will be held to-morrow, at 2 o’clock. The deceased will be buried 
on Sunday morniog, at 11 o'clock, at the Willesden Cemetery. 


DEATH OF DR. LANDSBERG OF LIEGNITZ. 
The death is announced of Dr, Landsberg, Rabbi at Liegnitz, ona of the 
foremost defenders of the Jewish causa in Germany. Coming so soon after 
the death of M,. Charles Netter, his demise is a severe, if not an irreptrable 
blow to the Alliance Israclite Unsiverseile, of the Cantral Committees of which 
he was one of the most active and z:alous members Although the Alliance 
has committees in almost every part of Germany, the represeutation of that 
great society in the German Empire may be said to have been personified in 
Dr. Landsberg : indeed to his untiring energy and devotion to the interests of 


the Alliance is due the fact that the number of its members in Gsraanqy con- 
siderably excoeds those in France itself. 


RUSSO-JEWISH REFOGEES.

The following is a return of the relief given to Russian refugees under the 
direction of the Mansion Hcuse and Board of Guardians Conjoint Committee, 
for 46 weeks ending the 20:h December last : Tne arrivals were 1.632 men (of 
whom L501 were heads of families), 471 women, and 646 children—a total of 
2749 souls. These persons were disposed of as follows : Emigrated to Am»- 
rica, G1 men, 188 women, 278 children; to Canada, 11 men, 3 women, 5

STUDIES IN JEWISH STATISTICS. 
I.— CONSANGUINEOUS MARRIAGES. 


Sia Ronest Peer once said: “Two things alone defy the power of the 
immortal gods—figures and the past.” The science or method of statistics, 
which deals with the past by means of figures, is raised by this dictum to a 
lofty eminence, which it by no means retains in the ponalar mind. By the 
majority of persons it is regarded as the most dismal part of the “ dismal 
science,” and dislike easily leads to distrust, La sfufistigue toujours varie; 
Lien fol qui s'y fie, is the refrain of the doubters or, as they put it, ‘ statis- 
tics will prove anything.” As against the blind confid-nce of those who 
pin their faith to everything that takes the form of percentages, such distrust 
is fully justified. You cannot get out of statistics more material than you put 
into them and very o/ten the rough experience which goes to form popular 
impressions is fuliy as accurate and instructive as all the parade of decimals, 
We learn as much from the statement that many Jews are light-haired as 
from the information that £6.4 per cent. are fair, And as regards accuracy 
the former may be based on a far wider range of observation than the latter 
which might be deduced from the fact that 4 out of 11 Jews were found 
to be fair. 


On the other hand, whenever we wish to compare one body of men with 


another, we are utterly in the dark without statistics. Whenever we want 
to discover, «.., whether Jews are Jonger lived. than their neighbours, have 
more or less lunatics than the latter and so n, itis impossible to decide 
without definite numbers to compare. And almost all questions of intere t 


to Jews with which statistics can deal take this comparative torm, And, 


further, when. it js desired to determine how tar Jews have progressed or 
retrograded in any particular quality, no results can be regar led as satisfac- 
tory which co not take the torm of statistics. In short, while general 
impressions are often suilicient to determine the mere presence of any quality 
among Jews, for all purposes of comparison recourse must be had to statis- 
tics for any trustworthy result. 

‘This is still more the case when the object of investigation is to discover 


tle relation of cause and effect Letween two sets of phenomena, If a causal 


nexus is to be established, the most satisfactory method is that termed by 
logicians “the method of concomitant variations” which may be roughly 


summarised ‘‘more or less of the cause, more or less of the effect.’ We 


can only determine this ‘ more or less” by the aid of the statistical method. 

To take an example, Ie the many discussions about the alleged evil 
effects of consanguineous marriage, the Jews are referred to by both parties 
in support of their views, The assertion is often made and as often denicd that 
Jews suller more from deaf-mutisu, idiocy, &c., owing to the fact that con- 
sanguineous marriages are more frequent among them, Yer until we know the 
proportion of consanguineous marriages among Jews and the proportion of the 
offsyning of such marriages among Jewish deaf-mutes, &c¢., we cannot 
establish any causal connection between the two facts. The mere assertion 
that there are more such marriages ameng Jews an! more of their results 


tinong the efilicted classes does not help us until we kuow how much more. 


For it there is only the same proportion in the two cases, the relation of 
cause and effect is is by no means established. To change the venue for a 
moment and applying Macau‘ay’s well-known illastration, if there were LO 
per cent red-haired Jews we s!culd expect to find 10 per cent. of Jewish 
deaf-mutes red-haired. Wecould only assume a causa! connection between 
“erythrism” and deaf-mutism if (say) 20 per cent. of Jewish deaf-mutes 
had red hair, Similarly, if 10 per cent of Jewish marriages are between 
relatives and 10 per cent of Jewish idiots, dcaf-mutes, Ge., were found to be 
the offspring of such marriages, it wou'd only follow that consanguineous 
marriages, 1! equally prolific, had no effect on the production of deat-matism, 
{t is cicar, therefore, that the first stege In any such enquiry is to determine 
the propoitiun of consanguineous marriages. ‘This I have attempted to 
determine for English Jews in the following manner. 

In 1876, Mr. G. Hl. Darwin, son of the great naturalist, read a paper 
on marriage between first cousins before the Statistical Society and sum- 
marised his results in the J ortuivhtly Review for July of that year, 
Examining some marriage lists in the newspapers he observed that several 
occurred between persons of the same surname an! on determining the pro- 
portion of these “same-name marriages’ he foan! that they occurred it 
far Jarger numbers than could occur by chance. By circulars and other 
means Mr. Darwin calcu’ated that of these same-name marriages 57 per 
cent. were between first cousins. Now in marriage between first cousins the 
bride has the same name as the bridegroom only when she is the daughter 
of his father’s brother, while there remain the daughters of his father’s 
sisters and of the maternal uncles and aunts who may likewi-e form 
first cousin marriages. It would thus seem that same-name marriages 


between first cousins form a fourth of such marriages. buat there are less 


paternal than maternal uncles and more paternal aunts than maternal, 
because father and mother have to be subtracted from their respective 
families for the purposes of thisinquiry. It foilows, therefore, that same-name 
marrivges between first cousins form less than afourth of such marriages aad 
Mr. Darwin, by some very ingenious ‘ormulw calculated that they torm oa 
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an average only a {fifth of all marriages between first cousins, If, theretore, | 


we multiply the number of same-name marriages by 285 ( =*57%5) we 
should get, on this method, the number of all marriazes between first 
Cousins, 


Mr. Darwin applied his method to several classes of Englishmen with 
the following results -

In the case of the Peerage Mr. Darwin examined only the same-name 
inarriages between first cousins and multiplied this at onee by 5. His 
method is to some extent confirmed by his results which are what one would 

have anticipate |, the peerage intermarrying most, the landed gentry next, 
then the upper middle-class and so on. 

It occurred to me that it would be desirable to apply the same method 
to English Jews, and, with the aid of a friend, | examined ail the marriages 
contained in the from the beginning of the New Series in 
1869 to the present time with the following results:

Thus it wou'd appear that: of all marriages betseen' English Jews, 74 per 
cent. are between first cousins, a proportion more than half as large again as 
that occurring among the aristocracy, and five times a8 great as the proportion 
calcu'ated for the inhabitants of London. ‘The result completely jastities the 
popnlar impression that Jews marry among their own families more than the 
rest of the population, and, if confirmed by wider indaction, may serve as 
the basis of investigation into that much vex d qnestion, the effects of 
marriage between near kin, . 

Be‘ore, however, accepting even this provisional result, it desirable 
to take into account an e!ement in the calculation, which Mr, Darwin con- 
sidered that he could neglect in his investigations, but which may not be so 
un mportant in the case of English Jews. Finding from one of the Regis- 
trar-Gicneral’s Reports that one in every 73 Englishmen is named Smith, 1 
in 76 Jones, 1 in 115 Williams, and so on, Mr. Darwin calculated that the 
cheoce ofa Smith marrying a Smith was represented by the syuare of. .', or 
_ +.) that of a Jones-Jones marriage .;'.,, and so on; and adding together 
al these fractions, the chance of a same-name marriage occurring was found 


.to be only one ont of a thousand marriages. This Mr. Darwin neg'ected, 


as he did not profess accuracy to the second pl ic? of decimals, and, besides, 
he only considered that 57 per cent of same-name marriages were between 
first cousins, the rest being between more distant reiations. 

Dut among Jews it is a familiar fact that surnames are rarer than 
among the general population, and it remains to be considered how many of 
the 42 same-name inarriages in the Chiou clo were dae to the greater 
chances of such unions owing to the paucity of sarnawes among Eng teh 
Jews. Taking the 4,720 names coutained ia the Reports of the Byard of 
the Board of Guardians for 1580, the Jews’ Hospital for IS7s, and the 
Anglo-Jewish Association for 1877-8 ( London, biruannguan, Liverpool, and 


-Manclester only), found the most popular names anwong English Jews to

The proportions givcn are too high for Eoglish Jews in general, since 
many names recur in the three lisis; the lists themselves are not repre- 
sentative of the whole commuuity in point of names, and we should for the 
present purjose-distinguish between double forms, like Isaac and 
But the lists, on the other hand, are drawn from the very class who are 
likely to alvertise their marriages in the s/ Chis and for that 
reason I accept it in default ofany other. It may be added that the order of 
most frequent names and approximately the proportions are nearly the same 
in the longest of the lists—that of the Jews’ Hospital Report. With regard 
to one name the proportion is still too high, There are special reasons why 
the name * Cohen”’ should occur in the reports of two ot the above institu- 
ticns in more than the usual proportion. I am: inclined to take the 
proportion given by the Report of the Ang'o-Jewish Association, viz., 1 
in 30, a8 more near to the truth. In the largest list of contemporary Jewish 
names with which I am acqaainted—Lippe’s Libliographisches 
the Cohens, even with the addition of the Cohns and the Kohns, make up 
only 103 out of the 4,600 names, which would give a proportion of about 
in 45 for in general. 
Accepting the proportions in the above list, we find that with- 
out any mtermarriage a Cohen-Cohen marriage woald occur in’ every 
900 marriages if we aceept ', ss the proportion of Cohens | to the 
general «Jewish population, Une marriage oat of 3,074 woud be 
between persons of the name of Davis, one out of 1,225 betweea Levys; 
there wou.d be in the natural course of events one Juseph-Josepa marrage | 
ont of every 2,209 marriages and soon, BSumaing up the squares ut: 
tater &e, we find ‘that about same-uamed 
marriages would occur by chance in every 1,(00 Jewish marriages, and, 
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therefore. about 8 in the 1,589 examined in this investigation. This woul 
leave only 24 marriages to be accoanted for by the method employed above, 
and we should have instead of the figares above, 54 same-name marriages out 
of 2:15 per cent. and, therefore, only 6 0; per cent. of first cousin 
marriages,-the pancity of surnames among Jows causing a diYerence of one 
and half per cent in the percentage of first cousin marriages, Se 

Rut acainst this correction we have to set other factors which in all proba- 
bility counterbalance it. It frequently happens among Jews that two brothers 
adopt entirely different surnames, and any union between their offspring 
would fail to appear among same-name marriages. Further it has become 
recently the fashion for English Jews to remedy the paucity of surnames by 
adopting others of similar initial,a fashion satirised by the dramatist in 
calling a Jewish character © Isidore Montmorenci.” It is probable, eq, 
that the name * Moses” would be higher up in the above list if all those 
who could rightfally claim it had been added to the number of those who 
stil] retain it. The children of two brothers, one of whom had adopted a 
various reading of his name would therefore not come under the category of 
same-name marriages. In the ten volumes of the Jey is/ Chronicle examined 
by myself, | noticed 4 such marriages of the “ Mosesr-Montmorenci ’ type, 
and doubiless others escaped my notice by the very ‘nature of the case. 
Sopposing a couple more to occur in the remaining four vo‘umes examined 
by my friend and on'y two more of names entirely different to lurk unseen 
in all the fourteen volumes of the new g¢ries, and we wou'd have eight 
names missing from the list of same-name marriages owing to change of 
name to counterbalance the eight which might occur by chance owing to 
the paucity of surnames. 

l am inclined, therefore to r ject the correction which seems at first 
sight due to the few surnames current among Jews, especially as the 
fractions which give the corrected estimates are probably too Jarge as an 
examination of the 42 names wou'd show, ‘Only 14 of these marriages are 
tetween persons with names from the above list, the remaining 28 having 
more unfamiliar names, and only 8 are from the first 10 names, Further, we 
only assume that 57 per cent of these same-name marriages are between first 
cousins and this con-tant is by no means certain and may be-too low. The 

prrcentage of first cousin marriages as originally determined may therefore 
be still retained and we may say that of every two hundred marriages among 
English Jews of the upper middle classes fifteen are between first cousins. 

It by no means follows that the same proportion holds for all the Jews 
in I:ngland. ‘he marriages advertised in the Jewish Chronicle are cnly 
about onc-third of all Jewish marriages in England as given in the Reports 
of the Board of Deputies. The above conclusions only ho!d, therefore, for 
the “upper third” of the Jews in England, the original “ English colony ”’ 
as we may term them. What may be.the amount of intermarriags in the 
large “ foreign contingént,” which, probably form the remaining two-thirds 
it is impossible to say, without consulting the registers of the Great Syna- 
gogue. | merely wish to guard against the precipitate conclusion that is 
likely to be drawn irom the above investigation, that all the Jews in 
England marry their first cousins to the extent of 74 per cent. in all mar- 
riages. It is needless to add the caution that still le-s do these resalts 
apply for Jews universally, 7 

It would be well if statisticians adopted the custom of pointing out the 
weak links in any long and comp'ex chain of reasoning. In the above 
argument it has been assumed that 57 per cent. or over a half of the same- 
name marriages, /., 24 out of the 42, were between fir-t cousins. This 
assumption has been adopted from Mr, Darwin and is by no means thoroughly 
substantiated by him, but no method was seen of checking it. At the worst, 
however, any inaccuracy here on Mr, Darwin’s part would only alter the 
absolute percentages ; it would not alter the relative frequency of first cousin 
marriages among the middle class Enagli-h Jews compared with the remaining 
sections of Englishmen examined by Mr. Darwin. As has been vaguely 
conjectured but never hitherto proved, English Jews have the largest number 
of such marriages among all classes of the population. |

Jew that several wealthy Israelites of Amsterdam and Irankfort-on-the-Maine 
intend to open and sup,ort a new hospital. and that the house in question, which 
I believe at one time belonged t> the American missionaries (S2e Robinson's 


Biblical Researches,” vol. 1,, page 222), is to be utilized for this purpose. 


many European-looking houses, roofed with Marseilles tiles instead of the m 
turesque cupolas, have been built and are still in course of erection in the outskirts 
and even within the city old buildings are being removed to make room for more 
ehowy edifices. This is esprcially the case in the street (Palm-street) leading east- 
wards from the Church of the Sepulchre. European new-comers eppointed to 
official posts in this country invariably display a most praiseworthy zeal for reforms. 
The live of action adopted by a representative of one of the European Powers who 
arrived in the Holy ity some months ago afforjs an illustration of this fact. Hitherto 
Jewish Austrian subjects were allowed to a great extent to live according to their 
own laws, be governed by the ‘ Beth Din, or Jewish ‘ House of Judgment ‘and 
marry or divorce after their own fashion.

[o addition to the many tronles by which the Jews gonerally in Russia 
are overwhelmed, many of our brethren are suffering persecution at the hands 
of the “Old Believers” who are seeking to convert them to their nect. Tae 
propegauda is being most actively carried on in the Government of Kowno, and 
in their efforts to make preselytes among the Jews, they seem determined, as 
the following incidents plainly show, to achieve their object by foul means if 
other means fail them. In one case a Jewish mendicant was passing through 
the village Nowoya Derewnia, the “ Old Believers 4 proposed that he should 
join them and they promised him a large sam in & ld if he should acyniescs, 
but on his refusing they locked him up in a stable, and there they left him to 
be exposed to hunger until he shoald fall ia with their wishes Tae moniticant 
when almost balf-starved, made a pretence of consenting, buat at the earliest 
opportunity he succceded in ¢ffecting his escape. In the second case, a Jewish 
lat, fourteen years old, was scized in the sime neighbourhood hy a band of 
“Old Believers,” who gave him the choice either of allowiag himself to be bap- 
tise lor of being throwa iato ths rive. Tas boy resistel and after saverely 
handling him with their fists, his captors were preparing to carry out their 
threat, when he was fortana'ely rescued by some friends who accidentally 
appeared on the scene. The third instance is even of a more s3riou3 nature, 
for the proselytivers not orly succasded in obdtatning possession of a Jawish 
youth, fifteen years of age, but they also indaced him to rob his father. Taanks 
to the energetic intervent:onof the local authority, the lad was a‘ter a long 
search restoced to his paren'e, bat the stolen moasy was no’ recovered, nor were 
the conversion-mongers punished, 

In onr issue of the 220d ult , we mentioned that a bank emplos¢ at Warsaw 
had been found guilty of the murder of a Jew, named Feinstein, during the 
terrible riots on Christmas, 1881, and that he nad beea conlemnd to the loss 
of civil rights and to two years of “ batailloas do discipline” The criminal 
appealed against his conviction, and notwithstanding the fast that, as at the lirst 
first trial, several persons swore they had seen him commit the crimes, whilst 
only one witness could be brought forward to depose that his was not the hand 
which struck down Feinstein, the Superior T:ibunal found a verdict of ‘* not 
proven” and acqnitted the prisoner. 

Tue Russian Ovivial Gazette announces that the Goverament conte aplate 
relaxing to a considerable degree the hardshipsand vexatios res‘rictioas which 
are endured by Jews deported to Siberia to eveua grsater exten’ thaa thosa 
under which Christian exiles have to labour.

The Moors of Tangier, in otder the mora eFsstailly to colubrats a racsat 
Mahomedan festival amused themselves by throving lirgs stoae3 at every Jew 
who unfortunately for hirse!f haxpenol to o19 of ths sated 
parts of the city. This outrage gaze risa to a diplo artic iasilaat, which, bat 
for the tact of the principal persons concerned, might have led to seriou; co.n- 
plications. 

Whilst the stone-throwinzg was at its hoizht, ths Firat Socratary of the 
French Legation at Tangier passed throag’ the strset, and in his jast indigaa- 
tion at the savage conduct of the Mvors, hs addressei to them som? sharp 
words of remonstrance. An Arab soldier of the German Legation, ho vever, 
who had heard the reprimand, presumed to give an insolent reply. Tue French 
tecretary at once arrested the soldier and conveyed hin to the Germaa Legation 
where he lodged a formal complaiat against the min.’ The Moor pretended 
that he hai not recognise} tho Franch tunctionary, bat, notwitas'antiag this 
excuse he was cast into prison. Shortly afterwards the Germain Minister pro- 
ceeded in person tothe French Legation, where he expresse |! his regret at the 
insulence «f hia subordinate, and olfered to intlict woon him whatever panish- 
ment the }:ench Minister might desire. His Excellency, satisfied with the 
deference which bad been shown to hia, declarad that tea days’ i uprisonmeut 
would suffice. 

Tue wel-tisposed population of Tangier are extremely pleased at the 
termination of the incident, and they are loud in their praises of the Freach 
Secretary, he having by his geoeroas intervention, ths life of an axd 
Jew whom the Moors were cruelly maltreating. 


Tue Home OF THE ROTHSCHILDS.—The old hons3 in the Judengass2 at Frank 
fort-on-the-Main, which has been termed the cradle of the fortunes of the Roths- 
childs, the founder of that famous family having lived there, has recently passed 
into the hands of the municipal authorities of the above-named city, for the 
purpose of being demolished with other houses in the same street, It is siid that 
Baron Charles and other members of the Rothschild family in Frankfort have in 
vain made all possible efforts to prevent the demolition of the house, but that failing 
this concessiou they have induce'l the municipality to allow them t) oscupy it until 


the day of destruction actua!ly arrives, and to do as they please with the material 
of which it is built.
